Charles White occupied a houseboat, the 
Palm, and Emanuel Grigs, a Sacramento 
river fisherman. 


Palm and Miss Carter had crossed the 


river fn a duck-hunting boat, and when 
thev reached the Yolo side, where Mrs. 
Charles White occuppled a houseboat, the 
duck boat was swept under its flooring; 
by the whirling current and capsized. It 
Is believed that Mrs. White, who was 
alone In the houseboat at the time, hear- 
ing the cries of Palm and Miss Carter, 
jumped into the river in hope of rescuing 
them. 


HEARD THE SCREAMS. 


, Emanuel Grig?, whose houseboat was 
moored a «hort distance down river, aJ«& 
beard the screams, ran along the Win*; ,..

SHORT; SOOT IS <NUtSANCE 


Neighbors Bitterly Complain to Board oi 


Fire Commissioners Over Damage 


to Carpets 3pd Curtains. 


The Board of Pottce and Fire Conunls- 
•toners held a brief session this morning. 
P. Lafau, proprietor of the Piedmont 
laundry, located oh Sycamore street, be- 
tween San Pablo avenue and Grove street, 
had been summoned to answer a charge 
of maintaining a nulsarice. lodged against 
him by residents In the neighborhood of 
his 
establishment. 
The 
complainants 
were Frank T. Titus. Edwin C. Rice. Wal- 
ter Hollls, owners of property in the neigh- 
borhood of the laundry, and John Conant, 
owner of the Palms Inn. 
Mr. and Mrs Lafau were present. 
Mr. Titns said the nuisance was lone 
standing. At first the laundry burned coal 
and complaints were made, which the 
proprietors of the laundry met by chang- 
ing the fuel used to oil, and that made 
matters worse. They promised two weeks 
ago to abate the nuisance, but Instead of 
that It Is worse than ever and the »oot 
and smoke Is unbearable. 
Mr. Rice said that the smoke and soot 
was largely composed of unconsumed oil. 
"It has ruined all of the carpet* in my 
home. 
Ten day ago mv curtains were 
hun« after being laundried at a cost of 
$35. and they are readv for the laundry 
again. The other day the window of the 
bathroom was temporarily left open and 
we gathered up a handful of oily soot In 
the bath tub as the result," he added. 


Commissioner MeElrov showed the diffi- 
culty of suppressing this class of nui- 
sances by citing an East Oakland case 
where three different juries had acquitted 
the one accused of maintain? the nui- 
sance. "With such an experience as tha 
before us," said Turner, "the matntenanci 
of the nuisance becomes due to the Inac- 
tion of the citizens themselves." 
It developed, however, that the " off end- 
In* smokestack was not aa high as re- 
quired by law, and the matter was re- 
ferred to the chief of police and fire chief 
to see that such changes were made In 
the stack and the oil burner* of the 
furnaces aa would comply with the law ant 
abate the nuisance.

INDICTED OFFICIALS GET 


MORE DELAY IN COURT 


Law/or Takes Up Motion to Sef Aside 


Indictments and Continues Hear- 


ing at Attorney's Request. 


The Compounding of Felonies. 


California has a statute in force which strictly forbids the com- 


pounding of felonies and imposes a severe penalty on the com- 
pounder. Until Hcney came to the front as the special attorney 
in the so-called "graft cases," backed by Spring Valley and a line of 
associates influenced by mercenary and political motives, no public 
prosecutor had ever ventured to openly compromise himself 
by 


entering into a compact with any confederate in the crime whidh 
would grant hi» immunity against prosecution and the penalty of 
the oftense in consideration of the testimony to be given against the 
principal on trial. The lawgivers recognized the 
fact 
that the 


toleration of such a practice would be opening the door for the 
grosse-t kind of perjury and branded the proposition as a criminal 
offense equal to the original. It has, therefore, been the uniform 
practii e in all cases antedating the graft prosecutions in San Fran- 
cisco to disclaim any prearrangement granting immunity to the 
•witness confederated in the crime, for the simple reason that, if 
confessed, the court would instinct the jury to disregard the evi- 
dence thus procured and direct the Grand Jury to proceed against the 
public prosecutor compounding the felony. 


But in the San Francisco graft cases the compounding of the 


felonies alleged to have been committed has been brazenly com- 
mitted under the color of an obscure Texas decision which infer- 
entially countenanced the granting of immunity to* one criminal in 
consideration of his giving testimony which \\ould convict a pal of 
the offense committed as the principal in the act. Texas is the 
only State in the Union which furnished such a precedent in crim- 
inal jurisprudence, and, outside of 
this particular 
case, it has 


ranked as a lawless frontier State whose judicial decisions had tu be 
accepted with extreme caution. 


The statute making a penal offense of the compounding of 


felonies is a good one Nothing short of the intimidating of a com- 
munity, as San Francisco has been intimidated, couldi have tolerated 
such a compounding of felonies as has been committed under, for 
what anybody now knows to the contrary, agencies quite as corrupt 
as those employed by those against whom the crusade has been 
carried. The cowed public conscience has lost sight of the statute 
penalizing the compounding of felonies and 
the 
commission of 


graver crimes, such as the conviction-under moral duress of those 
prosecuted for political reasons in such a way and under such cir- 
cumstances as to lead even the Supreme Court in its decision con- 
firming Mayor Ta>lor's de jure title to the office to suggest the 
possibility of injustice in the methods employed to secure the con- 
vktion of Mayor Schmitz of the crime of felony. 


The compounding of felonies through the process of granting 


immunity from prosecution to confederates in the crimes charged 
has, however, reached a stagr whidh California and the country at 
large will later on repent, probably in sackcloth and ashes, when 
reaction sets in. for the Federal government is already being em- 
barrassed by the precedent which has been unwisely countenanced 
in its crusade against the trusts and combinations formed to restrain 
trade 
The law against the compounding of felonies should be 


strictly enforced, not suspended, for evidence enough has been 
adduced in more than one- case where compounding was resorted 
to to prove that the suggestion, at least of perjury, was associated 
with *ome of them.
